‘Imperative’ 


WASHINGTON <UPI> - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy sent Congress an 
“imperative” package of strong 
civil rights legislation today and 
appealed for a halt in racial dem­ 
onstrations while the program is 
under consideration. 
He submitted a series of pro­ 
posals designed to end discrimi­ 
nation in jobs, voting, schools 
and access to restaurants, hotels 
and other accommodations. 
And he urged Congress to stay 
in session as long as necessary 
to enact the program, warning 
that the alternative “will be con­ 
tinued, if not increased, racial 
strife." 


“Enactment . . . at this session 
of the Congress—however long it 
may take and however trouble­ 
some it may bo—is imperative,” 
he declared in a 5,500-word spe­ 
cial message to the House and 
Senate. 


Common Sense Approach 


The President said his legisla­ 
tive proposals were based on 
'common sense and common jus­ 
tice,” and added: 


“Rancor, violence, disunity and 
national shame can only hamper 
our national standing and secu­ 
rity." 


Kennedy deplored the rash of 
street 
demonstrators 
and 
pa­ 
rades that have been led by Ne­ 
gro integration leaders in recent 
months in such cities as Bir­ 
mingham. Philadelphia. Jackson, 
Miss., Boston, 
and Cambridge, 
Md. 


“This has happened because 
these racial injustices are real 
and no other remedy was in 
sight,” the Chief Executive com­ 
mented. “But as feelings have 
risen in recent days, these dem­ 
onstrations have increasingly en­ 
dangered lives and properties, in.

This 
was just short of three tall days 
in orbit which she would have at­ 
tained at 12:30 p.m. 


Tass said both Bykovsky and 
Valentina 
landed northeast of 
Karaganda, Kasukhstan. 


Friends, relatives, other cosmo­ 
nauts and sports commissioners— 
possibly to certify the space rec­ 
ords—were on hand to meet the 
two Soviet space travelers when 
they landed, Tass said. 


Details Unknown 
The official statement did not 
say whether the cosmonauts rode 
their space ships to earth. After 
a similar twin flight by cosmo­ 
nauts Nikolayev and Pavel Pop­ 
ovich last August, both were an­ 
nounced as having landed by par­ 
achute close to their craft to a 
region south of Karaganda. 


Bykovsky would have complet­ 
ed his fifth full day in space at 
8 a.m., EDT. The Soviets did not 
announce immediately the time 
of his landing.

Valentina, dimpled, 26-year-okl 
bachelor girl, would have com­ 
pleted her third day in space at 
5 30 a.m., EDT.

Sofia’s front yard. 


Whoever built die rugged cob­ 
blestone highway to the snow­ 
caps didn’t want to waste time by 
following the contours or by build­ 
ing guardrails. This one went vir­ 
tually straight up and the ride 
with something of a carefree bus 
driver was nearly as exciting as 
the view from the Vitocho’s ter 
race where with dinner we had 
magnificent panoramic view of be­ 
jeweled Sofia — in the light of 
full moon even. 
lf it hadn’t been for the nag 
ging idea of scooting down 6,000 
feet of cobblestones — at mid 
night and without guardrails — I 
may have worked up a little 
mood of romanticism. This Bul 
garian moon hanging atop the 
Carpathians does things to us 
more aesthetically inclined jour' 
nalists. 


Anyhow, a m o n g other things 
today I devoted a bit more time 
to culture. The architectural and 
historic monuments as St. Georges 
Church ( f o u r t h century), the 
Church of St. Sofia (sixth cen­ 
tury), the amazing murals in the 
Boyana Church dating from the 
Middle Ages, and the great Alex­ 
ander Nevski Memorial Cathedral 
are well worth a few leisure 
hours. 
By the time I finished this tour 
of research, I was so full of cul­ 
ture I just had to attend the opera 
in the evening at the grand old 
Sofia Opera House. It was “The 
Flying 
Dutchman,’’ 
excellently 
done by Central European stand­ 
ards with some thrilling and tal­ 
ented voices making this dispatch 
ai duty not nearly so unenjoyable 
as at first I feared. 


In case you might be interest­ 
ed. night life in this city of 850,000 
souls is a slow-tempo thing. 
It consists mostly of eating late 
dinner in your hotel, or a cup of 
Dutch coffee at me of the few 
sidewalk cafes, or hut parading 
around on the streets, on the king­ 
size squares, rn* in the well-light­ 
ed and well-policed parks. 
My ingression is that most So- 
fians prefer the parading. No

Those negotiations were under­ 
taken amid growing concern that 
formal talks will be necessary to 
reach contract agreement. 
Under terms of the present con­ 
tract. which expires next year,

days after renewing talks.

LONDON (UPI) - Buckingham 
Palace, in an almost unprecedent 
od move, today apologized for 
denying that Prince Charles took 
a drink in a corner pub. 
A palace spokesman said it re­ 
grets that earlier it denied news­ 
paper reports the 14-year old heir 
to the British throne drank a glass 
of cherry brandy in the pub while 
on a school outing at Stornoway 
on Scotland’s Isle Of Lewis.

Prince’s police bodyguard, who 
was with Charles in the pub, “mis­ 
led” the palace in reporting the 
incident. The palace regrets this, 
it announced. 
Report Denied 
The palace had denied the re­ 
port that Charles yesterday was 
sera in the bar of the Crown 
Hotel sipping a 35-cent glass of 
cherry brandy. According to re­ 
ports. the bodyguard “asked” 
Charles to leave the pub when 
he found the prince with the 
(brink on the table in front of him. 
Yesterday the palace denied 
Charles had a drink. The palace 
did not mention any punishment 
for Charles. 
Robot Chew, headmaster at 
Charles’ s c h o o l , Gordonstoun, 
questioned 
about

apology, told newsmen: “Nothing 
further will happen until the pupil 
rettfns to school from the train­ 
ing ship. Then there will be an 
investigation.” 
Charles and four friends had 
gone into Stornoway from the 
school training ship Pinta.

plated against the pub owner.

It is therefore re­ 
gretted that the original story 
was denied and that newspapers 
were subsequently given incor­ 
rect information in answer to 
their inquiries.’’
